_ ‘The Chamber, by 227 votes out of 240, nassed a vote of confidence 

in the Premier, M. Gounaris, who, with the Foreign Minister, M. 
Baltazzis, accordingly embarks on a destroyer to-day for Briodisi 
en route to Paris and London to explain the views of Greece in 
regard to Asia Minor to the Goveraments of the Powers. 

The Chamber was packed and there were large crowds outside. 
M. Gounaris’ speech was frequently applauded. It is stated that 
Greace now occupies six times as much tarritory in Asia Minor as 
provided for by the Treaty of Sevres and almost the entire railway 
system. but despite uodoubted Greak superiority. the enemy refused 
ta submit to referring action to tha “veli-ssyled Government of 
Constantinople.” M. Gounaris considered that the real Turkey was 
the Government of Angora, and said Greece held’ a mandste from 
the three great Powers in Asia Minor, but a more complete entente 
with these was necessary. 

M. M. Gounaris and Baltazzis will also visit Rome.
